'hair and deep lines In his face, 
stood the other day, bearing little 
(resemblance to the man who was once 
the sensation of the English amuse- 
ment world,Nthe pet of royalty, and a 
tmaker of money in such quantities

the drink itself to hangers-on. 


Not a handful of people know of his 


iformer glory. To the passerby today 
Tie seemed simply an old "colored 
Bian." 


But to the Old Timer recognition 


j-^as immediate. He was none other 


than 
Geovge Bohee, who, with his 


brother, Jim Bohee, was a feature of 
Jack Haverly's Colored Mastodon min- 
strels in this country 40 years ago and 
who in the early eighties took Eng- 
land off its feet wilh the introduction 
of negro minstrelsy, banjo playing 
and soft-shoe dancing there. 


The story of George Bohee is more 


timely now because of the recent visit 
of the prince of Wales. For when the 
present prince's grandfather, the late 
King Edward, visited this country as j 
prince of Wales, banjo playing was liis 
hobby, and he later took lessons from 
the Bohee brothers, aud often com- 
manded them to appear a"t royal en- 
tertainments. 
' 


George and Jim Bohee were mulat- 


toes. They wwe splendid singers and 
clever 
dancers. 
They always ap- 


peared together in silk costumes of 
gay colors, high silk hats, -and with 
banjos 
hung over their 
shoulders. 


They were for years with Haverly's 
minstrels. 
In 1880 they decided to 


go to England, little hoping for any 
wonderful success there, but desiring 
to see the world and to try their luck. 


"I was in England at the period," 


.s»ys the Old Timer. 
"The success of 


the Bohee brothers was Instantaneous. 
It was remarkable. 
The soft-shoe 


•dancing and banjo playing took Eng- 
land by storm. It became the rage, 
just as the Jazz is the rage here now. 
'They were wooed by the big music, 
lhalls and played a-string of them every 
flight, going from one to another. 


"King Edward, who was then prince 


-of Wales, always had a hobby for the 
kanjo. Nobody had ever played it in 
England as the Bohee brothers did 
and he summoned them early In their 
career there to play for him. 
The 


Bohees appeared, at royal parties given 
by him and by the duke of Richmond, 
•fad to Queen Alexandra. 


-'I .remember that one of the Bohee's 


trreat sotigs in those da/s was "A 
Boy's Best Friena Is His Mother." 
Sounds slushy now, but U ws a great 
fcit in tne eighties. Well, the BolM* 


' fcrothers certainly were the class. 


They drove down Piccadilly, tandem, 
•with an attendant in livery tba.t would 
knock your eye ont. 


"When Jim Bohee came Into the 


Gaiety or Criterion bar he would or- 
der champagne and never drink any- 
thing but the bubbles. That's a fact; 
he would simply drink the effervescent 
top and let the greater part of the 
wine remain in the glass. 


"I remember one day meeting Jim 


'In ,the Criterion and reminding him 
•of an incident when he was with Hav- 
erly's 
minstrels. It 
happened 
in 


Ka/amazoo, Mich. 
Jim was reading 


the parade in a startling costume, car- 
rying a huge drum-major's stick which 
he was whirling and twirling Ifke 
mad. 


"A frisky young colt was tied to a 


post, and .when the parade came down 
with bands going full pressure and 
with Jim cutting high jinks in front, 
the colt reared up on Its hind legs and 
fell over dead. That's a fact. 


"Well I asked Jim if he recalled

Everybody who had an Income dur- 


ing 1919 must LOW determine whether 
his or her net income was sufficient in 
amount to require an Income Tax re- 
turn. The best way to find out is to 
get a Form HHOA and follow the in- 
structions printed on it. That form 
will serve as a reminder of every item 
of income; and if a return is due, it 
tells bow to prepare and file it. 


One of the important points to keep 


in mind is that a person's net income 
is found by a computation prescribed 
in the law, 'and that each item of in- 
come from every source must be con- 
sidered, unless specifically exempted. 


Another thing to remember is that 


the personal exemption allowed tax- 
payers by law has no relation whatever 
to the requirement to flle return. This 
exemption is not to be considered until 
a person has figured out his net in- 
come and determined whether it was 
sufficient to require him to file a re- 
turn. Then, if a return must be filed, 
he should read carefully the instruc- 
tions for claiming exemption, and com- 
plete his return. 


If in doubt on any point as to income 


or deductions, a person may secure 
free advice and aid from the nearest 
Internal Revenue office. Many banks 
and trust companies are also furrish- 
ing similar service during banking 
hours, 


Heavy Penaltiei in Law. 


For failing to make a return on time 


the penalty is a fine of not more,than 
$1,000 and an addition of 25 per-cent 
to the tax, if any. For making a false 
or fraudulent return the penalty Is a 
fine of not more than $10,000 or im- 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or 
both; and, in addition/ 50 per «at ct 
the hut There are oilier p/'alties for 
filling to yaj tax wnen fine, and 'lor 
understatement of the ta^ through 
negligence: 


Many Source* of Income. 


Aside from what one may earn by 


his services, there are many otter 
sources of income. If he sold' any 
property during' 1919 he must'fljnir* 
ont the gain realized. If he rented 
buildings, land, apartments or rooms 
such rents must be considered iaxa 
ble, and he may claim deductions for 
necessary expenses incidental to rents. 


Bank interest Is a common source 


of income and is taxable whether with 
drawn or not. Any amount of interest 
credited to a depositor is Income to 
the depositor. 


Interest on mortgages and notes is 


taxable; also bond interest received 
from corporations. 


A taxpayer who cashed his insur- 


ance during 1919 must report as in- 
come any. excess received over the to- 
tal of premiums paid. 


Members of partnerships or person- 


al service corporations or beneficiaries 
of an estate or trust must report their 
shares of income distributable to them 
whether or not actually withdrawn. 


Dividends of domestic corporations 


must be reported. 
Many other forms 


of income are taxable, unless specifical- 
ly exempted.

Cut slices of 
the oblong pound of butter a quarter 
of an Inch thick, and cut each slice 
Into four pieces. When the butter IB 
served, each member of the family 
take one small piece at a time. It 
sounds like a small economy, but It is 
one which careful city housewives 
have practiced for years.—Farm and 
Fireside.

Basis for Computing. 


A farmer, shopkeeper, or tradesman 


must figure up his net income for 1919; 
and if the farm or business income 
plus his other income was sufficient to 
'equire an income tax return, a com- 
plete return must be filed with the col- 
lector of internal revenue by March 13. 


A farmer should ascertain the gros-s 


income of his farm by computing all 
lining derived from the sale or ex- 
change of hit products, whether pro- 
duced on the farm or purchased and 
resold. 


Farm Expenses. 


From liis gross income a farmer Is 


allowed to t barge oif all of liis neces- 
sary expenses in the conduct of the 
farm during the year 
These include 


tosts of planting, ciiltivalms, harvest- 
ing and marketing. 
In addition to 


these costs he may deduct money spent 


p. m. every for ordinary farm tools of short life 


bouelit during the year, such ns shov- 
els, rakes, etc. Also, the COM. of feed 
purchased for his live stock may be 
treated as an expense, in so far «s 
this cost represents actual outlay; but 
the value of bis own products fed to 
animals is not a deductible Item. 


Other farm expenses allowable arc 


the cost of minor repairs on buildings 
(but not the dwelling house), on fences, 
wagons and farm machinery; also bills

against income. 


I A reasonable allowance may 
be 


claimed for wear aud tear on farm 
buildings 
(except 
the 
farmhouse), 


fences, machinery, work animals, wag- 
ons, tanks, windmills and other farm 
equipment which is nsed in the co~i- 
duct of the farm. 


As to autos and tractors, the cost of 


these is not an expense, although the 
cost of their upkeep is an allowable 
deduction, if the machines are used ex- 
clusively for farm purposes and not 
for pleasure. Also, in such cases, a de- 
duction for wear and tear is allowed. 


Farm Losses. 


Thedoss of a growing crop is not a 


proper deduction from Incon a, inas- 
much as the value of the crop had .ot 
been taken into gross income. The 
loss of a building or of machinery 
through storm, lightning, flood, etc., is 
an allowable deduction, but care should 
be used to ascertain the correct loss 
sustained, as restricted by income tax 
regulations.

but a loss is deductible from gross in

Shrinkage in weight or value of fane

' Leaning against the side of a mov- 
ing picture theater on Broadway, 
i« crippled 
old man, with white 


'hair and deep lines In his face, 
stood the other day, bearing little 
(resemblance to the man who was once 
the sensation of the English amu«e- 
nment world^the pet of rojalty, anil a 
tmaker of money in such quantities 


' that it was said of him he only sipped 


the bubbles off champagne, leaving 
the drink itself to hangers-on. 


Not a handful of people know of his 


iformer glory. To the passerby today 
"he seemed simply an old "colored 
man." 


But to the Old Timer recognition 


jrwas immediate. He was none other 


than 
George Bohee, nho, with his 


brother, Jim Bohee, was a feature of 
Jack Haverly's Colored Mastodon min- 
strels in this country 40 years ago and 
who in the early eighties took Eng- 
land off its feet with the introduction 
of negro minstrelsy, banjo playing 
and soft-shoe dancing there. 


The story of George Bohee is more 


timely now because of the recent visit 
of the prince of Wales. For when the 
present prince's grandfather, the late 
King Edward, visited this country as 
prince of Wales, banjo playing was his 
hobby, and he later took lessons from 
the Bohee brothers, and often com- 
manded them to appear at royal en- 
tertainments. 


George and Jim Bohee were mulat- 


toes. They wwe splendid singers and 
clever 
dancers. 
They always ap- 


peared together In silk costumes of 
gay colors, high silk hats, "and with 
banjos 
hung over their shoulders. 


They were for years with Haverly's 
minstrels. 
In 1880 they decided to 


go to England, little hoping for any 
wonderful success there, but desiring 
to see the world and to try their luck. 


"I was in England at the period," 


,says the Old Timer. "The success of 
the Bohee brothers was instantaneous. 
It was remarkable. 
The soft-shoe 


•dancing and banjo playing took Eng- 
land by storm. It became the rage, 
just as the jazz is the rage here now. 
'They were wooed by the big music, 
lhalls and played a-string of them every 
night, going from one to another. 


"King Edward, who was then prince 


of Wales, always had a hobby for the 
fcanjo. Nobody had ever played It In 
England as the Bohee brothers did 
*nd he summoned them early in their 
career there to play for him. 
The 


Bohees appeared at royal parties given 
by him and by the fluke of Richmond 
•fad to Queen Alexandra. 


-'I .remember that one of the Bohee's 


great sougs in those dajs was "A 
Boy's Best Fnena Is His Mother." 
Sounds slushy now, but U ^ns a great 
hit in the eighties. Well, the'Bdhet 


' (brothers certainly were the class. 


They drove down Piccadilly, tandem, 
•with an attendant in livery tna.t would 
toock your eye ont. 


"When Jim Bohee came into the 


Gaiety or Criterion bar he would or- 
der champagne and never drink any- 
thing but the bubbles. That's a fact; 
he would simply drink the effervescent 
top and let the greater part of the 
wine remain in the glass. 


"I remember one day meeting Jim 


'In ,the Criterion and reminding him 
•of an incident when he was with Hav- 
erly's 
minstrels. It 
happened 
in 


Kalamazoo, Mich. 
Jim was leading 


the parade in a startling costume, car- 
rying a huge drum-major's stick which 
he was whirling and twirling like 
mad. 


"A frisky young colt was tied to a 


post, and .when the parade came down 
with bands going full pressure an 
with Jira cutting high jinks in front 
the colt reared up on Its hind legs am' 
fell over dead. That's a fact. 


"Well I asked Jim if he recnllec 


that and he let out a roar of Inughte 
that amazed those present.

An obligation is laid directly on the | 
shoulders of each citizen and resident' 
to consider his own case and to get his , 
return in on time if one is due. 
j 


With each return slrowing a tax due ' 


a payment must accompany the return \ 
in the full amount of the tax or at I 
least one-quarter of the tax. 


All returns for 1919 must be filed on 


or before March 15. 
' 


Must Show True Figures. 


In figuring up his earnings for in- 


come tax purposes a person must take 
into consideration all items of taxable 
income, and each item itself must be 
accurate in amount. Guesses and es- 
timates must be avoided, for the re- j 
turn is made under oath. 


Everybody who had an Income dur- 


ing 1919 must now determine whether 
his or her net income was sufficient in 
amount to require an Income Tax re- 
turn. The best way to find out is to 
get a Form 1040A and follow the in- j 
structions printed on it. That form 
will serve as a reminder of every item 
of income; and if a return is due, it 
tells how to prepare and file it. 


One of the important points to keep 


in mind is that a person's net income 
is found by a computation prescribed 
in the law,'and that each item of in- 
come from every source must be con- 
sidered, unless specifically exempted. 


Another thing to remember is that 


the personal exemption allowed tax- 
payers by law has no relation whatever 
10 the requirement to file return. This 
exemption is not to be consider*! until 
a person has figured out his net in- 
come and determined whether it was 
sufficient to require him to file a re- 
turn. Then, if a return must be filed, 
he should read carefully the instruc- 
tions for claiming exemption, and com- 
plete his return. 


If in doubt on any point as to Income 


or deductions, a person may secure 
free advice and aid from the nearest 
Internal Revenue office. Many banks 
and trust companies are also furrish- 
ing similar service during banking 
hours, 


Heavy Penalties in Law. 


For failing to make a return on time 


the penalty Is a fine of act mor,e-,tnan 
$1,000 and an addition of 25 percent 
to the tax, if any. For making a false 
or fraudulent return the penalty Is a 
fine of not more than $10,000 or im- 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or 
both; and, in addition, 50 per «at ct 
the tax. There are other p/'altles for 
filling to yai tax wnen dne, ana 'for 
understatement of the ta^ through 
negligence 


Many Source* of Income.

Necessary Farm Expenses May Be De- 


ducted-Special Form for Farm 


Income—Cash 
or Accrual 


Basis for Computing. 


A farmer, shopkeeper, or tradesman 


'"list figure up his net income for 1919; 
and it the farm or business income 
Phis his other income was sufficient to 
require an income tax return, a com- 
plete return must be filed with the col- 
lector of internal revenue by March 13. 


A farmer should ascertain the gross 


income of his farm by computing all 
S-'ains derived from the sale or ex- 
change of his products, whether pro- 
duced on the farm or purchased and 
resold. 


Farm Expenses. 


From liis gross income a farmer is 


allowed to charge off all of liis neces- 
sary expenses ,„ lnp co,,,]urt OI- the 
farm during the year 
These include 


costs of pl.inting, cultiviilins, harvest- 
ing and marketing.

As to hired help, all the productive 


labor is a deductible expens"; but the 
wages of household servants, or help 
hired to improve the farm, as in tree 
planting, ditching, etc., cannot be 
claimed against earnings. A farmer is 
not allowed to claim a salary for him- 
self or members of his family who 
work on the farm. 


Wear and Tear. 


Purchases of farm machinery, wag- 


ons, work animals, etc., also the cost 
of construction or extension of build- 
ings, silos, fencing, etc., should be con- 
sidered additional Investments in the 
ferni,an.d .are. uojt_ proper deductions 
against income.

I A reasonable allowance may 
be 


claimed for wear and tear on farm 
buildings (except 
the 
farmhouse), 


fences, machinery, work animals, wag' 
ons, tanks, windmills and other farm 
equipment which is nsed in the co-i- 
duct of the farm. 


As to autos and tractors, the cost of 


these is not an expense, although the 
cost of their upkeep is an allowable 
deduction, if the machines are used ex- 
clusively for farm purposes and not 
for pleasure. Also, in such cases, a de- 
duction for wear and tear is allowed. 


Farm Losses. 


Thedoss of a growing crop is not a 


proper deduction from incon a, inas- 
much as the value of the crop had .ot 
been taken into gross income. The 
loss of a building or of machinery 
through storm, lightning, flood, etc., Is 
an allowable deduction, but care should 
je used to ascertain the correct loss 
sustained, as restricted by income tax 
regulations. 


No deduction is allowed in the case 


of loss of animals raised on the farm, 
but a loss is deductible from gross in 
come if the animals had been pur 
chased foi draft or breeding purposes 


Shrinkage in weight or value of fane 


products held for favorable markel 
jrices cannot be deducted as a loss, foi 
he reason that when such products 
ire sold Ihe shrinkage will be reflecte"' 
n the selling price. 


Sale of Farms and Land. 


The vsilue of agricultural lands ha>

Forms for Returns. 


Tlie Inteinal Revenue Bureau has 's 


sued an impioved Form KHOF for tin 
use of fanners. This form, togetboi 
with Form 1040A or 1040, will give tin 
farmer explicit information as to hov 
to properly figure his net income fn 
1919. 


There arc two methods of figuring : 


former's income tax relurn tins year 
He may make his return on the basir 
of the difference het«een the mone; 
and goods received for bis product' 
and the rash paid out for actual allow 
able farm expenses within the yeai 
Or he may make his return on the ac 
crual basis, which means computing 
the receipts and expenses that pertnii 
to the taxable year, e .eluding incom 
earned and expenses ihcurred in pre- 
vious or siiccM-ding years.
